“Supreme Question.’* 

Under the caption, “The Supreme 
Question,” the Editor of The Lexing- 
ton Herald in an editorial, Tuesday 
morning, discusses the tobacco situa- 
tion in Kentucky, and urges Governor 
(Willson to “call the' Legislature 
I together, specifying in his call but one 
I object— the enactment of laws which 
will make the detection and conviction 
of.such criminals (night riders) speedy 
and certain, making the whole tobacco 
situation one of peace instead of war. 

! Editor Breckinridge says in part: 
j “The murder of Hiram Hedges in 
Nicholas county, the burning of barns 
in Woodford county, the poisoning of 
I cattle in Fayette, the widespread dep- 
redations committed by ‘night riders’ 

' in every part of the tobacco-growing 
district, have put the question of pres- 
I ervation of law beyond and above all 
question of the price of tobacco, or 
; even the question of whether any 
tobacco shall be grown. It, were in- 
I finitely better for Kentucky that not 
a pound of tobacco should ever be 
grown than that present condit’ons 
should continue. It has got beyond 
the question of tobacco or no tobacco ; 
beyond all question of Elquity or non- 
Equity. The conditions in Kentucky 
have reached a stage where the preser- 
vation of social order, the existence of 
civil liberty, the very life of our civili- 
zition is at stake. 

1 “The situation as it now exists bears 
promise of guerilla warfare and civil 
strife which will surpass in ferocity 
J and cruelty the conditions brought 
about during the Civil War. 
i “To-day neighbors’ hands are at 
neighbors ’.throats. No man seems to 
i be safe from attack by midnight 
i assassins and incendiaries. The cow- 
I ardly bands which go in force to the 
; home of a Kentuckian to administer 
I the lash are at heart murderers, being 
; prepared to commit murder to attain 
I their object. Those who go under the 
j cover of darkness, with their faces 
masked to set fire to their nieghbors’ 
property are as much assassins as is 
i the individual or individuals who fired 
the shot that made the wife of Hiram 
I Hedges a widow and his children 
orphans. 

j “The law seems to be helpless; the 
officers of the law powerless. This 
i condition is into!e**abie. And yet it is 
I but a Sabbath day in May as com- 
, pared to what will come unless it is 
I stopped. But it can be stopped only 
i by the joint action tu the citizens 
I themselves and the officers of the law. 

“Those who committed the crimes 
must be discovered and punished, or 
there will be a saturnalia of crime in 
Kentucky from which she will not re- 
cover in this generation.” 

Nr. Bryan and Minnesota. 

The following editioriai is taken from 
the Omaha World-Herald: 

“Complaint is made by the enemies 
of Mr. Bryan, including those alleged 
Democrats who mean to oppose him 
when he is nominated, because he does 
not ‘permit’ Governor Johnson to have 
the unanimous support of his home 
state in the Denver convention. It is 
plausibly asserted that it would be 
only ordinary fairness and 'courtesy on 
Mr. Bryan’s part to concede Minnesota 
to Minnesota’s distinguished Demo- 
cratic Governor.

Adjacent buildings 
were the Christian cnurch and the 
Barnes Grocery Company’s establish- 
ment. 

The Paris Fire Department was noti- 
fied about 1 :30 yesterday morning of 
the fire at Winchester. Mayor O’Brien 
immediately ordered four members, 
headed by Mr. Edward Hite to go to 
their assistance, and they shortly after- 
wards left on a special L. & N. train 
which made the run from Paris to Win- 
chester in twenty minutes. They car- 
ried with them a thousand feet of hose, 
four nozzles and one Siamese nozzle, 
and rendered all assistance possible to 
their neighbors.
